The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ale and assembly, do enact as follows:

ized and empowered to change and convert its capital
stock or organization into a national banking associa-
tion, a8 hereinafter provided, under the general bank-
ing law of the Unibecr States, and according to the pro-
visions of the forty-fourth section of the act of eon-
gress entitled ¢ an act to provide a national currency se-
cured by a pledge of United States bonds, and to pro-
vide for the circulation and redemption thereof,” ap-
proved Juce 3d, 1864.

Seoron 2. Whenever the stockholders of said Asentofioiders
bank, owning at least two-thirds of the capital 5600k stock necessary.
thereof, shall give their assent in writing, in due form .
of law, to change and convert said bank into a national
banking association, and such nssent having heen filed
in said bank, it shall and may be lawful for the direct-
ors thereof, or a majority of them, to proceed at once
to change and couvort the same into a national associa-
tion, with sach name and style as they may choose to
adopt, and also to perfect the organization of suoh new
asgociation, in pursuance of and in secordance with the
provisions of said act of congress, anything in the lawa
of this state to the contrary notwithstanding.

orof the former, so far as relates to its legal rights and
remedies, and also its liabilijes.

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gavized and had its existence, exeept so far as rolates
to the redemption of its circulating notes, and they msy

Secrioxn 1. The Bank of Whitewater, located and
doing business in the village of Whitewater, county of
Walworth, and state of Wisconasin, is hereby authorized
and empowered to change and convert its capital atock
or organization into a national banking association, 88
hereinafter provided, under the general bankiog law of
the United States, and aceording to the provisions of
the forty-fourth section of the act of congress entitled
“an act to provide a national currency secured by s
pledge of United . States tonds, and to provide for the
circulation and redemption thereof,” approved June 8d,
1864. ,

SEcrioN 2. Whenever the stockholders of said bank
owning at least two-thirds of the capital stock thereof,
shall give their assent ingwriting, in due form of lsw,
to change and convert said bank into a national bank-
ing association, and such assent having been filed in
